W arning that a flood of unpreced­ 
ented heights was rushing toward 
Oklahoma City in the foaming mud 
dy waters of the North Canadian 
river already above flood stage here 
was issued today by the United 
States W eather Bureau. 
One hundred fifty miles up the 
river 
the 
highest 
w ater 
in 
the 
stream ’s history was reported a t 
Woodward. Halfway between there 
and Oklahoma City Canton also re­ 
ported a new rush of w ater on 
the North Canadian. Rain fell stead 
ily all day yesterday throughout 
the watershed, the weather bureau 
indicated. 
In Oklahoma City rainfall reach­ 
ed the 3.34 mark yesterday, con­ 
tinued virtually all night, and was 
sending the river up today after 
it had subsided to slightly below 
flood stage following last week’* 
flood. 
Dismal skies and more rain came 
with morning and the weather bu­ 
reau predicted unsettled condition* 
for another twenty-four hours. 
With the new rains the river Is 
expected to reach fifteen feet, ap­ 
proximately three feet above flood 
stage. The oncoming rise upstream 
between Canton 
and 
Woodward 
should reach the city next Wednes* 
day or Thursday it is believed and 
may send the river to the seven* 
teen-foot mark, never before reach* 
ed according to local records. 
The rainfall here and upstream 
makes it 
impossible 
to estim ate 
when the flooding stream may stop 
its upward climb. 
« Clear skies in central and .wes­ 
tern Oklahoma are not expected 
before Sunday afternoon. Rainfall 
in the North Canadian watershed is 
believed to have been heavier than
